Macomb, IIL, Aug. 16.—[(Special.]—Former 
Judge David E. Mack of Carthage is the 
Republican nominee to succeed the late Guy 
C. Scott as state Supreme court justice from 
the Fourth judicial circuit. He was nomi- 
nated today on the two hundredth ballot 
in the Fourth circuit convention, breaking a 
deadlock which had lasted over twenty-seven 
hours. He is a member of the Deneen or 
“state” faction of the party. 

The nomination of Mack came like a bolt 
from a clear sky. He was not an open can- 
didate for the honor and his name never hdd 
been mentioned in connection with the bal- 
loting. He did not know that he had been 
given the place and his friends tonight are 
trying to locate him to tell him the news. 
It is thought he is in Minnesota. 

None was more surprised at the outcome 
of the balloting than the delegates to the 
convention themselves, the nomination of 
Mack coming as the result of a game of bluff 
by leaders in two rival factions.

TEN GO DOWN WITH VIADUCT 


West Approach to Twelfth Street 
Structure Caves In. 


LAND IN A RAILROAD YARD; 


All Astonished, but Only One Hurt, and 
He Goes Home, 


Ten persons who were walking over the 
west approach to the Twelfth street viaduct 
shortly after 8 o'clock last night suddenly 
and without warning found themselves pre- 
cipitated into the Pennsylvania railroad 
yards, about fifteen feet below, due to the 
breaking of the retaining wall and the caving 
in of about 200 feet of the approach. That 
no one was badly injured was due to the fact 
that they went sliding down on top of a heap 
of loose earth which was piled up in the road- 
way. 

As the approach gave way and the pedes- 
trians felt their footing sinking under their 
feet, there was a frantic scramble and 
screams and cries filled the air. Most of the 
persons feared they were going down into 
the river. 

Thirty or more persons were on the ap- 
proach at the time of the accident, but all ex- 
cept the ten had reached places of safety 
before the cave-in occurred. The break is 
said to have been due to the weight of earth 
that had been piled up on the south half of 
the roadway by employés of the Federal Con- 
struction Co., which was repairing the viaduct 
and approach for the city. 

Of the ten persons who were thrown into 
the freight yard, John Strauss, 6088 Langley 
avenue, was the only one who was injured, 
except for a few slight bruises which some of 
the others received. 


Those Who Took Plunge. 

The names of those who were on the bridge 
when it fell were:

The repair work has been going on for 
about a week and during that time east 
bound street cars have been stopping at the 
foot of the approach, and passengers have 
been obliged to walk across about 400 feet 
to transfer to the cars on the east side of 
the approach. Both east and west bound 
passengers were crossing at the time of the 
accident. Those who were on the roadway 
declared that they had no warning before the 
break came, and it being dark at that point, 
no one knew how far it was to the ground 
below. 

Police Rush to Wreck. 

John Fick, whose saloon is just east of 
where the break occurred, telephoned to the 
Harrison street station that the viaduct had 
caved in and thirty people were buried be- 
neath the wreckage. Five patrol wagons and 
an ambulance were immediately rushed to 
the scene, with twenty policemen. The police 
had great difficulty in reaching the ground, 
but when they did arrive they found that 
only ten persons had taken the tumble, and 
that Strauss was the only one apparently in- 
jured. He refused to be taken to a hospital, 
and as it did not appear from the examina- 
tion that was made by the ambulance sur- 
geon that he was badly injured, he was 
carried up to the street, and later went home 
in a carriage. 

Ben Sher, an attorney from 8t. Louis, was 
crossing with his son and his friends, the 
He said that he had 
never been in Chicago before and that he 


tpought be was being precipiteted into the 
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river. ‘‘As I was falling I heard the sound 
of rushing water,” he said, and my first 
impression was that I was falling into the 
river. Every one was screaming, and I was 
so frightened that I did not realize for a 
moment that I had landed on solid earth. 

I picked myself up and found that I was 
not hurt, and looking around I saw my son 
and my friends getting up and rubbing 
themselves to see it they were injured. Every 
one did the same thing, except Strauss, who 
was groaning as if he were badly hurt. He 
was in his wife’s arms, but she was 80 
frightened she did not know where he was 
and kept calling for him. 

Mrs. Meta Flood said, ‘‘ When I found my- 
self falling I naturally reached out for some- 
thing to save me, and by chance caught hold 
of a post, where I hung until some one from 
the street pulled me up. My husband, how- 
ever, fell all the way down and it was re- 
markable that he was not badly injured.” 

The ends of several passenger coaches 
which were backed up against the incline 
were crushed by the falling débris and the 
people fell in between them. A fire plug that 
was broken by the fall poured out a deluge 
of water and flooded the yard to a depth of 
several inches.

Producers and City Dealers Dis- 
cuss Advance in Price. 


TOO HIGH, ASSERTS FOWLER. 


Former Alderman Says Increase Is 


Wholly Unwarranted. 


Residents of Chicago will have to pay 9 
cents a quart for milk after Oct. 1, according 
to the outlook yesterday. J. P. Grier, sec- 
retary of the Milk Producers’ association, 
said the producers must raise prices, while 
some bf the city dealers declared that if the 
farmers charged more the retail figure would 
have to go up 1 cent. 

Secretary Grier said the membership of the 
association is about 4,000, and that under 
present conditions an increase is necessary 
for the existence of the producer. 

The price must be advanced if we are to 
make any money, Mr. Grier said, for labor 
on the farms. feed, and everything else has 
gone up.“ 

Fowler Calls Price High. 

There was, however, one dissenting voice 
among theproducers. Former Ald. Frank T. 
Fowler, who has a farm near Lake Villa, de- 
clared that the proposed increase of price 
by the producers was all rot,“ and that 9 
cent milk would be an “ imposition.” Fow- 
ler said he was active last spring in the or- 
ganization of the Producers’ Protective as- 
sociation, and later was dropped from the 
association because he upheld Dr. W. A. 
Evans, the health commissioner, in the 
crusade for pure milk. 

„ think that 9 cents a quart is too much 
for milk, Fowler said, and such a price 
would be exorbitant. I was ousted from the 
association on account of the stand I took 
with Dr. Evans to get the best possible milk 
for the city. I have a farm of 680 acres, and 
know that milk can be produced cheaper 
than the association proposes.” 

Of the city dealers one said the proposed 
advance by producers would force 9 cent 
milk. 

City Dealer Foresees Advance, 

“We would have to charge 9 cents a quart 
or go out of business,“ said Ira J. Mix of the 
Ira J. Mix Dairy company. The prices set 
forth by the producers are too high in my 
estimation. But if they make these advances 
we must follow or get out of business. They 
talk about the increased wage scale, but 
our wage scale has also risen. Our drivers 
cost us nearly $100 a month each. We must 
guarantee each man $17.60 a week, and if 
the route don't pay that much we are the 
losers.” 

Johnston R. Bowman, president of the Bow- 
man Dairy company, refused to discuss the 
situation, saying he had not investigated 
the facts as yet and knew nothing about the 
effect that the proposed raise in prices would 
have upon his business. 


Wieland Is Uncertain. 

1 don’t know whether we would have to 
charge 9 cents @ quart under the proposed 
raise by the producers’ association,” said 
Charles G. Wieland of the Wieland Dairy 
company, “ but the price would have to be 
pretty close to that figure. I don’t know 
whether the cost of production is increasing 
for the conditions at present are of a peculiar 
nature.

Mother Guards Few Pieces of 
Furniture Throughout Day. 


HUSBAND IS IN HOSPITAL. 


Mrs. Antkowak Hopes for Few Dollars 
to Get Room. 


Five little children today have literally no- 
where to lay their heads. Mrs. Michael Ant- 
kowak, their mother, is almost ill with the 
worry and the humiliation of the situation. 
Yesterday she was evicted from her two 
room home on North Leavitt street because 
she had not been able to pay her rent for 
three months. ; ' 

With no money whatever in her purse and 
with five children dragging at her skirts, she 
passed the day guarding her old iron bed, her 
chiffonier, and her stewing pan out in the 
alley, where her landlady had set them down. 

Too Ill to Eat. 

By way of encouraging her the neighbors, 
whose homes faced on a back alley, told her 
that the patrol wagon would undoubtedly 
arrive shortly to separate her from her be- 
longings and carry her tothe poorhouse. As 
an antidote to this they offered her some 
coffee and bread, but she was so ill from 
anxiety that she could not eat, and she put in 
the whole unhappy day without food. 

Meantime the baby, reflecting in her face 
all the misery of two long years of meager 
life, sucked a candied apple, of which the 
older brother from time to time joylessly took 
a deep bite.

Winthrop Approves the Report 
Which Blames Lieutenant 
for Shooting.

Mrs. Sutton declined to 
G@iscuss the result of tue inquiry. 

Too much time has elapsed since the in- 
cident, in the opinion of the navy oOfficiais, 
to undertake any proceedings against the 
persons whose conduct in the case has been 
made the subject of criticism by the court. 
They, however, ‘will be made acquainted in 
san official, but informal, way of these crit- 
icisms, 

Although Mr. Winthrop in his indorsement 
Speaks of the lax state of discipline existing

I have seen this afternoon and night. 

On the east bank of the Nile is the modern 

city (14,000) of Luxor, the tourist city of 
Upper Egypt. It contains two stupendous 
ruins, and here we are to remain at anchor 
for three days. No sooner had our “boat 
anchored than we set out to visit the first 
of these ruins, the temple of Luxor, five 
minutes from the boat, and in the heart of the 
city, as is the Parthenon in Rome. 
The temple of Luxor was built over 3,200 
years ago, and the greater part ot it is in a 
beautiful state of\preservation. It is more 
than 800 feet in length, and part of it was 
once used as a Christian church. The plan 
differs considerably from that of the great 
temple which we saw this morning. Before 
we enter the vestibule we pass through two 
great courts, one built by that master build- 
er, Ramses II. 


‘Wars of Ramses Depicted. 

In front of this court is a great pylon dec- 
orated with splendid scenes in relief, repre- 
senting the wars of Ramses II. against the 
Hittites.» In one scene the king is on his 
throne, holding a council of war, and in an- 
other a vivid battle scene, with the king in 
his chariot and the Hittites fleeing in dis- 
may. The great court of Ramses II. contains 
some beautiful granite statues of this king, 
many of them over twenty feet in height. 
The folonnade which connects the two 
courts is largely in ruin, but seven splendid 
columns still stand, over fifty feet in height, 
with beautiful capitals, and support a mas- 
sive architrave. One of the most interest- 
ing features of the temple is a sanctuary, 
which was built by Alexander the Great. 
Only a few evidences of Christian whitewash 
remain in a small hall which once served 
as a Christian church. This is fortunate, for 
beneath one sees some of the splendid re- 
liefs of the older religion. : 

Then we returned to our boat, dined, and 
at 8 o’clock set off on donkeys to see 
Karnak by full moon. I hesitate to attempt 
to describe thie wonder of the world, the 
greatest ruin in the world. One single hall 
contains 134 columns, eighty feet high, and 
could contain Notre Dame de Paris. The 
effect it produced on me was indescribable, 
and never to be forgotten. Tonight I cannot 
write about it soberly. 

Splendor of Karnak. 

Tuesday.—I spent the entire day at wonder- 
ful Karnak, going over hundreds of acres of 
this giant of giants. I cannot describe it. 
All I can say is that with all I had heard of 
it I was not prepared for what I saw. It 
makes the Roman forum look like a wart. 

Karnak is easily reached by a good, though 
dusty, carriage roed from the boat landing. 
On the way we pases the remalns of an old av- 
enue of sphinxes, and then we pass through 
a gate between rows of sphinxes to inspect 
the little temple of Khons, which, though in- 
teresting, is so overshadowed Sy the great 
temple of Amon, which is the real sight of 
Karnak, that it is worth soarcely a glance. 

In fact, all about and in every direction 
one sees bits of temples, pylons, or gateways, 
and avenues of sphinxes, and temple walls, 
but the temple of Amon itself draws one ir- 
resistibly. So, neglecting the lesser struc- 
tures, we proceeded to the main entrance of 
the temple, where, passing between a row 
of ram headed sphinxes, we come to the 
great pylon which faces the west. From the 
front of this pylon to the easternmost point 
of this temple is no less than 1,200 feet, the 
temple itself covering several acres. 


Pylon Is Unfinished. 

The pylon has walls fifty feet thick and ts 
nearly 150 feet high. It never was finished 
and some of the brick scaffolding still stands 
almost as left by. the builders. We at once 
climbed to one of the towers of the pylon, 


as interesting as I have ever beheld; in front 
of us Nile valley, here exceedingly broad 
and rich, behind us the greatest ruin in all 
the world. . 

Beyond the pylon is the great court cover- 
ing an area of nearly a thousand square 
yards. In or at the side of this court are 
some smaller temples, that of Ramses III. 
being a splendid example of a small Egyp- 
tian temple in fine preservation. Then by a 
side entrance we left the great court to 
inspect some interesting inscriptions on the 
outer wall of the second pylon, which com- 
memorate the victory won by Shishak over 
1 the son of Solomon, king of 


Returning to the great court’ and passing 
between the fragments of two great statues 
of Ramses II., we enter the vestibule of the 
temple, or the so-called Hypostyle hall. This 
hall ranks among the wonders of the world. 
and it alone of this temple, I think, easily 
raiks with the great pyramid in its power to 
seize one’s emotion. 

Here are sixteen rows of columns which 
number in all 134. The columns of the nave 
are seventy-nine feet in height and thirty- 
three feet in circumference; it is this hall. it 
is said, which could accommodate the great 
cathedral of Paris. From thig hall we pro- 
ceed on toward the east through several 
pylons and smaller courts and halls and 
chapels. many of them embellished with 
great pictures in relief on the temple walls. 
In the ‘temple at one place or another there 
| are two great obelisks and some wonderful 

granite colossi.

YERKES ESTATE RECEIVERSHIP 
IS CONTINUED BY THE COURT. 


Ruling Disallows Appeal Taken by Ex- 
ecutor and Widow of Financier—L. 8. 
Owsley Interprets Decision. 

New York, Aug. 18.—The United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in a decision filed today 
continues Harrington Putnam as receiver of 
the estate of the late Charles T. Yerkes, the 
traction magnate. 

The receiver was appointed in an action 
instituted by the Underground Electric rail 
way company of London as gCcreditor, ask- 
ing distribution of the estate. An appeal 
was taken by Louis S. Owsley, executor of 
the Yerkes estate, and Mary Adelaide 
Yerkes, the widow of the financier. The de- 
cision disallows this appeal. 

The receiver was appointed on the allega- 
tion of the petitioning creditor that the ex- 
ecutor had failed properly to realize on the 
Yerkes assets, so that the estate was depre- 
yciating in value. In his answer Mr. Owsley 
declared that as many of the assets had no 
ready market value they could not be turned 
into cash without a great sacrifice. 

In January last Executor Owsley made ap- 
plication for ancillary letters in New York 
state, but three days before Mrs. Yerkes 
asked the Probate court in Chicago to re- 
move the executor for alleged mismanage~ 
ment. Judge Cutting dismissed the widow’s 
petition on March 21, and four days later 
Mrs. Yerkes asked that a receiver be ap- 
pointed, and secured injunction prevent- 
ing Executor Owsley from obtaining letters 
testamentary. here. The widow's second ac- 
tion against Owsley is stil) pending in the 
Chicago courts.

American’s Views Taken as Attack on 
Christian Faith. , 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, Aug. 18.—The address delivered 
by Prof. Charles W. Eliot before the Harvard 
summer school of theology on the religion of 
the future has been translated by the pope's 
order into Italian, that he might more thor- 
oughly comprehend It. 

The trapslation, which was most acourate- 
ly done, was read with great care by his 
holiness, who expresses profound regret that 
a man of such authority and culture as Dr. 
Eliot should spread theories that, he said, 
are not in fact the basis of a new religion of 
the future, but a negation of the faith and 
principles which are the foundation of Chris- 
tianity and modern civilization. 

The pope is reported to have said it would 
be easy to refute and destroy Dr. Eliot's ar- 
gument, and highly praised Archbishop 
Ryan of Philadelphia, Bishop MoF au! of 
Trenton, and the other American ecclesias- 
tics who hastened to the defence of their 
church and faith. 

It is believed that a semil-official reply to 
Dr. Ellot's address on the lines suggested by 
the pope himself will appear in the Civitta 
Cattolica, the most representative Catholic 
magazine. This is managed by the Jesuits, 
of which Father Salvatore Bradi, an Amer- 
ican citizen, ig the editor. 


WOMAN’S EDUCATION FARCE, 
AVERS CATHOLIC TEACHER. 


Declares “Screeching,, Giggling, Child- 
less, and Husbandless Sisterhood”’ 
Has Lost Reverence. 


St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 18.—[Special.]—“ Ite 
a farce, this highly educated, screeching, 
childless and husbandlees sisterhood. It 
might be a laughable show were it not for 
the effect such antics may have upon the 
young of the present generation. Women 
don’t desire higher education or culture, if 
we are to judge from the energy and ambi- 
tion of that body of them who have wealth 
and leisure to enable them to get it if they 
cared for it. They do not exert themselves 
other than to acquire a few charming super- 
latives, varied by an appropriate giggle or 
two, which equipment is sufficient to get 
them along in polite society.“ 

This arraignment was uttered with fervor 
today by the Rev. Father J. J. Sullivan, who 
has held the chair of philosophy and for 
many years was dean of theology at St. 
Louis university. On account of ill health 
he has been transferred to Omaha. 

The priest does not believe in higher educa- 
tion for women, because they have not shown 
themselves sufficiently desirous of acquiring 


it. 

“The inerdinate trivialities of modern fem- 
ininity do not point to a desire for mental 
development,“ he said, and in losing their 
reverence for older responsibilities in an at- 
tempt to overstep their limitations these 
women have been thrown upon a sea of 
vapidity and discontent.’’®

Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—[Special.]— 
Mrs. Julia Fisher Cullom died at noon to- 
day after an illness of many weeks’ dura- 
tion. Her husband, Senator Shelby M. Cul- 
lom, and Miss Victoria Fisher, ber sister, 
were at the bedside when the end came. 
They will accompany Mrs. Cullom's body to 
Springfield, III., tomorrow, where the fu- 
neral and interment will be held. 

After a night of intense suffering from 
her affliction, which was heart trouble, 
Mrs. Cullom lapsed into unconsciousness in 
the early morning hours, and passed peace- 
fully away at midday. In the group about 
her bedside were William Barret Ridgely, 
son-in-law, and Garfield Charles, one of the 
senator's secretaries. 

Glad to Die in Own Home. 

A short time before lapsing into uncon- 
sclousness Mrs. Cullom expressed gratifica- 
tion over the fact that her end was to come 
within her own home. The patient was 
brought from Atlantic City on Saturday last. 
Since early in July she had been kept at 
the seashore in order to escape the fierce 
heat of the Washington summer. Mrs. Cul- 
lom, before her death, also expressed a wish 
that her funeral be held at Springfield, from 
the home of her brother, Capt. Charles 
Fisher. 

Brief services will be held at the Cullom 
residence here tomorrow at 4 o'clock by the 
Rev. Tyler Dennett, Church of the Covenant, 
after which Mrs. Cullom’s body will be taken 
to Springfield. The funeral will be held at 
Springfield at 10 o'clock Saturday morning 
from the First Presbyterian church. Burial 
will be in Oak Ridge cemetery in the Cullom 
family lot. 

The funeral party will arrive at Chicago 
at 4 o'clock Friday afternoon and leave for 
Springfield at 6:30. 


Senator Receives Condolences. 
Although crushed by grief and the strain 


| of nursing his wife through her last illness, 


Senator Cullom did not 


: 


deny himself to 
callers this afternoon. He sat in higstudy at 
the family home on Massachusetts avenue 
and received condolences from many friends 
and a stream of consoling telegrams from all 
over the country. Mrs. Cullom was widely 
known and greatly loved, especially in Wash- 
ington arid Springfield, between which cities 
she divided her time. 

Her first seizure came three years ago, and 
since then there had been constantly recur- 
ring battles with the affliction which finally 
carried her off. Within the last year Mrs. . 
Gullom practically had withdrawn from ac- 
tive social life in Washington. Early in 
June her condition became alarming. The 
hot spell in Washington during that month 
especially was exhausting to the patient and 
early in July it was determined to take her 
to Atlantic City. Here she improved but 
slightly and last week expressed the wish 
that she be brought home. Thé journey was 
accomplished successfully. 


LONG A CAPITAL SOCIAL FIGURE. 


For forty-five years Mrs. Cullom had been 
a figure in social circles in the national cap- 
ital. Her advent in Washington was un- 
usually propitious. Her husband was elect- 
ed to the lower house of congress at the time 
Lincoln was elected president for the second 
time. 

Mrs. Cullom's long career in official circles 
fitted her with a fund of reminiscences and 
anecdotes which lost none of their charm in 
her telling. One of her great delights was to 
recall Washington life as it was lived with 
great simplicity nearly a half century ago. 

Although she had spent practically all of 
her life in Illinois, Mrs. Cullom was a native 
of Pennsylvania. The fine old house which 
was erected by her father, Samuel Fisher, in 
Quincy, Franklin county, Pa., nearly a cen- 
tury ago still stands, and one of her most 
cherished possessions was a photograph of 
the residence as it appeared at the time of her 


birth there. 


Attended School in Springfield. 

Mrs. Cullom attended the public schools of 
Springfield, III., in her youth and completed 
her education at the Béttie Stuart institute, 
a girl’s boarding school in that city. Her 
eldest sister, Miss Hannah Fisher, became 
the wife of Shelby Moore Cullom when the 
latter was a struggling young lawyer of 
Springfield. 

The young wife lived but a few years, and 
after her death Mr. Cullom, who was already 
making his mark in politics, married his sis- 
ter-in-law, who became a devoted stepmother 
to her own nieces. One of the daughters, 
Mrs. William Barret Ridgely, died a few 
years ago in Washington, while her husband 
was controller of the currency. The other 
daughter, Mrs. Hardy, died several years ago 
in the east, where her husband was an artist 


of reputation. 


CONVICTS’ TUNNEL IS FOUND 
BEFORE DIGGERS CAN ESCAPE. 


Kidnaper of Willie Whitla and Several 
Bankers Foiled in Dash for Liberty— 
Rich Outsiders Implicated. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 18. — [Special.] — A 
daring attempt to engineer a wholesale es~ 
cape from the Western penitentiary was 
frustrated tonight by the vigilance of a pris- 
on watchman. Liberty for many Allegheny 
county convicts Via a tunnel route was almost 
in sight when the discovery of the tunnel put 
a stop to the escape. 

The penitentiary authorities say they have 
a confession that indicates the tunnel was the 
result of a plot to liberate James Boyle, con- 
victed of kidnaping Willie Whitla, and sev- 
eral western Pennsylvania bankers convict- 
ed of embezzlement, forgery, conspiracy, 
and other crimes. They say rich and influen- 
tial Pitteburgers bribed two short term con- 
victs working in the penitentiary woodsheds 
to free their friends. 

Prominent bankers, millionaires, and poli- 
ticilans are said to be in the plot. Warden 
John Francis said tonight he would make 
no statement until the board of prison inspec- 
tors convened. The inspectors are out of the 
city on vacations, 

Several con vet Have been placed in soll- 
tary confinemént and are said to have con- 
fessed. The discovery of the tunnel was ac- 
cidental. When the watchman made his 
rounds tonight he saw a hole and investi- 
gated it. The diggers had gone five feet 
deep and between seven and ten feet toward 
the base of the wall at a point directly under 
the center tower. 4

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Spaniards Continue Campaign 
Against Natives at Melilla. 


PREMIER SAYS IT IS NOT WAR 


Ascribes Anti-Military Spirit at Home 
- to French Influence. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®. | 
MADRID, Aug. 18—Tne result of the 
operations against the Moors at Melilla may 
not be known for two or three days. The 
government is observing the greatest secrecy 
about the matter and professes to know 
nothing. Many rumors as to the result of 
the operations are current, but none of them 
can be confirmed. The only definite news 
today was that the Spaniards. shelled the 
Moors in the Gurugu mountains and the 
Moors in turn attacked several Spanish pa- 
trols, without, however, inflicting any loss. 
According to advices from Melilla, the 
Spanish cruiser Princessa de Asturias has 
begun an effective bombardment of Nador, 
a point on the coast where the Moors are 
concentrated. ‘ 
A portion of the press is impatient at the 
delay in the advance at Melilla, but many 
of the newspapers insist that Gen. Marira 
be given full swing in order to insure success 
to the army. ’ 
The government has opened negotiations 
for the purchase of 20,000 rifles to be used 
against the Moors. 


Premier Denies It Is War. 

Prime Minister Maura says in an interview 
that the operations against the Moors are 
not likely to be protracted. He declared it a 
mistake to describe the present expedition as 
a war. He admitted operations were unpop- 
ular, but insisted they had been forced upon 
the government. He ascribed the anti-mill- 
tary spirit in parts of Spain to French influ- 
ence. Anti-militarism, the premier said, was 
a difficult problem which concerned the whole 
of Europe, and it was not easy to say how it 
should best be combated. He added: 

80 far as Spain is concerned we are 
changing the conscription law so that it can- 
not in future be said the rich escape responsi- 
bility of serving their country in the fleld. A 
duke or marquis in the future will take his 
piace in the ranks alongside a workman. The 
only privilege he will be allowed is to live 


Confirms Capture of Roghi. 

TANGIER, Aug. 18.—A courier who left 
Fes Aug. 18 has arrived here and confirms 
the reported capture of Roghi, the rebellious 
subject of the sultan of Morocco, and says 
he probably will be brought into Fes. Roghi's 
chamberlain and many of his followers, cap- 
tured in the recent encounter with the gov- 
ernment forces, were decapitated, while 
others were tortured. 

Large numbers of Roghian prisoners are 
being taken to Fez. The head of a negro 
general was carried into the city inrpaled on 
an officer's sword, and it is rumored that the 
head of a European was among those ex- 
posed on pikes. 

According to the courier, the sultan has 
warned the Riffian delegates that he himéelf 
would complete the chastisement the Rifians 
had commenced of the Spanish. 


ROME HEARS THAT HIS FATHER 
TRIED TO ASSASSINATE SHAH. 


Advices from Teheran State That Re- 
ported Attempt at Suicide Was En- 
deavor by Parent to Murder Son. 


ROME, Aug. 18.—According to advices re- 
ceived from Teheran the recent reported at- 
tempt of the young shah of Persia to commit 
suicide was really an attempt by his father, 
the deposed shah, to assassinate the boy. 
It is said that the former ruler struck his 
son with a poniard. 


WOE FOR YOUNG RULER. 

Ahmed Merza, Persia’s ruler, ds 11 years 
old and is his father’s second son. He was 
proclaimed sultan by the national assembly 
on July 16, this year, after the nationalists 
had succeeded in dethroning Mohammed Ail. 

There has been trouble for the child ruler 
all during his brief career as a monarch, 
but the present dispatches from Teheran are 
the first indication of animosity between 
father and son. Wher the voy was leaving 
home to be placed on the throne there was 
an affecting scene. Both parents broke 
down, it is said, at the thought of parting 
from their son, who was designated as their 
favorite in the dispatches of that date. 

The latest grief the youthful monarch has 
had to meet is the idea of getting married. 
He doesn’t want to, and has told his adminis- 
trative advisers so, but they are adamant 
and are arranging his heusehold now in 
preparation for the official ceremony, soon

HENEY WINNER IN PRIMARY. 


Special Prosecutor’s Name Will Be on 
General Ticket, but He Must 
Run as Democrat. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 18.—[({Special.]— 
Complete returns of yesterday's primary 
election show that the name of Francis J. 
Heney will go on the general ticket as a can- 
didate for district attorney, but he must 
make the race as a democrat. The only 
other candidate for the office on any ticket 
was Charles Fickert, the nominee of the 
regular Republican, or business men’s com- 
mittee. . 

On the Republican ticket Fickert was regu- 
larly nominated, and his name was printed 
on the ballot, while that of Heney had to be 
written in. Fickert, aided by this advantage, 
was given 11,000 Republican votes, against 
4.300 for Heney. On the Democratic ticket 
there was no nominee, and the names had to 
be written. The Democratic vote was light, 
but Heney was given 2,384 against 2,260 for 
Fickert. '

Financier Coming Back Home 
to. Regain Weight Lost in 
Treatment Abroad. . 


SAYS HE IS IMPROVING. 


Secretary Asserts Magnate Will 
Not Assume Business Cares 
for Some Time. | 


OHERBOURG, Aug. 18.— Now I am bet- 
ter, and I am glad I am going to see the soi! 
of America again. My only hope is that the 
voyage back will be as good as that com- 
ing over.“ 

These words were spoken tonight by E. H. 
Harrimen, the American financier, just be- 
fore he boarded the steamer Kaiser Wilhelm 
II., which will convey him to New York. The 
steamer started on its journey late tonight. 

Mr. Harriman’s special train, which left 
Paris at 11 o'clock this morning, did not ar- 
rive until 7 o'clock this evening, being forced 
to reduce its speed on account of the slow- 
ness. of the regular train preceding. 

A crowd of curious persons had congre- 
gated at the maritime station when the 
special arrived. Dr. Lyle, Mr. Harriman's 
physician, offered the financier his arm, but, 
although he was pale and appeared feeble, he 
declined assistance and slowly descended to 
the platform of the station. He also declined 
to use a rolling chair, and walked without 
assistance aboard the tender. He was pro- 
tected from the strong wind by a big over- 
coat. 


Coming Home for After Cure. 

Before embarking, Mr. Harriman sent to 
Robert S. Lovett of the Union Pacific the fol- 
lowing cablegram: 

“I am coming home for my after cure 
instead of staying here. With the treatment 
at Bad Gastein I lost about ten pounds, Our 
home food is better than hotel food, and will 
help me to gain weight. I hope to recuperate 
more rapidly there.” 

Mr. Harriman,’ said his secretary, Mr. 
Price, planned originally to return home 
on the steamer Mauretania sailing Sept. 4, 
but he suddenly changed his mind when he 
found that he could be accommodated at 
home now. His health is greatly improved, 
but now he is going home to Arden to 
rest.” 

“As soon as Mr. Harriman arrived in 
Paris he felt much better,” Dr. Lyle said. 
Mr. Harriman was suffering from the re- 
sults of overwork. He also had rheumatism 
of the back, but he has improved greatly 
under the massage treatment. Mr. Harri- 
man eats well of a diet that is carefully 
arranged, but the bathe naturally have weak- 
ened him. Now comes the after curé—that 
is, rest.“ 

May Not Resume Business Duties.

PARIS, Aug. 18.—When E. H. Harriman 
left this city today he manifestly was a sick 
man and apparently has derived little bene- 
fit from his sojourn in Europe. His appear- 
ance raises doubts that he will ever be able 
to resume an active place in the business 
world.

GREEK FLAG HAULED DOWN; 
NO.OPROSITION BY CRETANS. 


Program of Powers Carried Out Without 
Sensational Features—Guard Posted 
to Prevent Rehoisting of Emblem. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

CANEA, Crete, Aug. 18.—Detachments of 
sailors were landed today from the foreign 
warships which arrived yesterday. They 
hauled down the Greek flag which the Cret- 
ans hoisted on the fortrese at Canea on the 
recent withdrawals of international troops 
and which the Cretan executive committee 
had refused to remove. 

The lowering of the flag was in no way 
sensational. There was no opposition. For- 
ty international guards remain at the fort to 
see that the Greek emblem is not rehoisted. 

A combined landing party composed of de- 
tachments from the ships of the four protect- 
ing powers was sent ashore before sunrise 
and the task of removing the Hellenic em- 
blem was carried out in a few minutes. 


QUEEN’S BIOGRAPHER IS DEAD. 


Sir Theodore Martin, Noted Author and 
Parliamentary Counsel, Suc- 
cumbs in London.

LONDON, Aug. 18.—Sir Theodore Martin, 
biographer of Queen Victoria and the prince 
consort, author of several other works, anda 
distinguished parliamentary counsel, died 
today. 

Sir Theodore was a native of Scotland and 
received his education at Edinburgh high 
school and university. He practiced as a 
solicitor in Edinburgh until 1845, when he re- 
moved to London and acted as parliamentary 
agent in the passing of private bilis from that 
time till his death at the age of 98.

Wheat Yield Above Average; 
Price Highest in 28 Years. 


OATS OUTPUT IS BOUNTIFUL. 


Condition of Corn on Aug. 1 Is 93 Per 
Cent of Normal. 


Springfield, III., Aug. 18.—{Special.]—With 
the largest average yield per acre for sev- 
eral years and the price the highest in twen- 
ty-eight years, the 1909 wheat crop of IIli- 
nois has proved a record oreaker in more 
ways than one, according to a report made 
public today by the state board of agricul- 
ture. The board atates that the wheat yield 
this year aggregated 20,533,822 bushels, the 
estimated value of which its §20,640,081. 
The area seeded to wheat for the crop of 
1909 was 1,154,404 acres, all but 81,062 acres 
being winter wheat. Five per cent of the 
winter wheat area was winter killed or other- 
wise destroyed, leaving 1,097,708 acres of 
wheat (spring and winter) for harvest. 
The average yield per acre is larger than 
for several years, being nineteen bushels. 
The ruling price of wheat Aug. 1 was $l a 
bushel, which is the highest price reported 
since 1881. Smut is reported from McDon- 
ough, Morgan, and Madison counties. 


Report on Oats Crop. 

The acreage sown to oats is reported as 2,- 
760,426, of which 1,670,464 acres is reported 
from northern Illinois, 887,341 acres from 
central Illinois, and 202,621 acres from the 
southern division of the state. The average 
yield per acre or the state of 36 bushels is 
the highest reported since 1905, and the total 
yield amounts to 98,423,669 bushel. The rul- 
ing price of oats on Aug. 1 was 89 cents a 
bushel and the total value of the crop 
amounts to $38,128,135. The quality of oats 
is reported excellent, exceptions being only 
where excessive rains had damaged it. 

Reports on other crops are as follows: 

Winter rye—There were 654138 acres re- 
ported in the state. The total yield per 
acre for the state of twenty bushels is the 
highest since 1902. The total yield amounts 
to 1,008,605 bushels. The average price per 
bushel vf 71 cents on Aug. 1 is the best 
price obtained since 1881, and the total value 
of the crop is estimated at $783,231. 

Hay—The area devoted to meadows is 
2,046,488 acres, and the average yield is 
reported as one and three-eighths tons per 
acre. The total yield amounted to 2,891,187 
tons, and at the average price of $8.40 per 
ton on Aug. 1 the crop was worth $24,268,000. 
The yield of clover was one and two-thirds 
tons per acre in northern and central IIII- 
nois, and one and one-half tons in southern 
Iilinois.. The Aug. 1 condition of clover is 
excellent, being 93 per cent of normal. 


Increase in Corn Acreage. 
Corn—There is an increase of 516,182 acres 
devoted to corn this year as compared with 
1908 Northern Illinois has 8,245,534 acres, 
central Illinois, 3,121,001 acres, and southern 
Illinois, 930,064, a total acreage of 7,296,689 
acres. Aug. 1 condition of corn was 93 per 
cent, which is fourteen points better than 
the Aug. 1 condition last year. Corn is re- 
ported as “firing” in Iroquois, Peoria, 
Christian, and Piatt counties. 
Pastures—Northern IlMnoie reports the 
area of pastures as 2,020,812; central Illinois, 
1,274,849 acres; and southern Illinois, 517,670 
acres, a total of 3.812.831 acres. Condition 
of pasture is excellent, being 90 per cent of 
normal in northern Illinois, 97 per cent of 
normal in central Illinois, and 96 per cent of 
normal in southern Illinois, a state average 
of 94 per cent of normal. ,

BIG INCREASE IN FARM TRADE. 


Agricultural Balance in United States 
in Last Twelve Years Grows % 
75 Per Cent. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.4+In the last 
twelve years, the period covering the admin- 
ist ation of Secretary of Agriculture James 
Wilson, the agricultural balance of trade in 
the United States increased from a yearly 
average of $234,000,000 to $411,000,000, or 
75.7 per cent, according to the department’s 
year book just made public. 

This wondefful development is only in 
keeping with the progress made along all 
lines of agricultural activity. Conditions 
affecting the lives of the farmers have ad- 
vamced in even greater ratio until many 
undesirable features of farm life have been 
eliminated. 

Many innovations have been introduced 
and developed Into potential forces for the 
Detterment of farm life. Never before has 
the work of state agricultural colleges and 
experimental stations been so intimately re- 
lated with the department as now. 

There has been a great diversification and 
geographic ®xtension of products apart 
from the cultivation of new land. Although 
there has been a decreasing production per 
acre of what was only recently virgin soil, 
there was an increased production per acre 
of the entire country. Within ten years the 
production of corn per acre in Ohio increased 
17.5 per cent and in Virginia 18.8 per cent. 
Oats increased 17.9 per cent in Indiana. 
Wheat increased 16.2 per cent in New York 
and 45.9 per cent in Nebraska. Similar ad- 
vancement was made in the yield per acre 
of other products. 

Citing the increase in population based 
upon the families of the native born, Secre- 
tary Wilson declares no one need havé fear 
that the farmers of this country ever will 
be unable to provide for its population. 

From 1896 to 1906 farm wages increased 
faster than did prices. In.wage increase the 
farm laborer has fared better than the work- 
ingman employed in manufacturing and 
mechanical industries. 


SAYS CODE WILL COST $200,000. 


Member of Illinois Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation Declares New List Can- 
not Be Completed in Year. 


One member of the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ association, according to John M. Glenn, 
secretary, has stated that if the proposed 
change in telegraph code rates goes into force 
Sept. 1 it will cost his firm more than $200,- 
000 before it can complete a new code. In 
other words, the company would have to 
send its messages at regular rates during 
the time the code was being made, and this 
member figures it will take thirteen months 
to make it. 

“Our private code,“ he said, “‘ contains 
37,000 words. It is less than three years old 
and cost us $9,500. It. is estimated that each 
word is_equivalent to three ordinary words. 

“Phe companies have made a point that it 
costs them more to send code messages. 
Under the new code any word taken from any 
of the principal languages of the world will 
be accepted, whereas now a code word may 
consist of any pronounceable combination of 
syMabies.” 
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PINCHOT WARNS OF 
PERIL TO FORESTS 


Nation Soon Will Feel Need 
if Destruction Is Not 
Checked, He Says. 


LAUDS ROOSEVELT WORK. 


Transmississippi Congress Told 
of Guard Upon Natural 
Resources. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 18.—[Special.]—Gif- 
ford Pinchot, chief forester of the depart- 
ment of agricutuse, today told the transmis- 
sippi congress of the peril which lies in the 
destruction of our forests. The lumber in- 
dustry, he said, is not the only one in dan- 
ger, but scores of allied interests are threat- 
ened with destruction. 

“That the national duty lies in the direc- 
tion of conservation there is no doubt, said 
Mr. Pinchot. “I can conceive of no higher 
plane of duty than that we conserve our 
waste resources along the lines of the Roose- 
velt policies, and to these policies I am com- 
mitted. 

It is folly for us to say there is land 
in plenty and forests in plenty when we know 
that our forests are being depleted far more 
swiftly than it is possible for us to reforest, 
he continued. We have forests in plenty 
for the present generation and perhaps for 
the next, but in the years to come there will 
be famine a-plenty if we don’t at this time 
take the stitch in time, 


Urges Reclamation of Lands. 

‘Conservation on the lines laid down by 
Roosevelt will not only keep our present 
forests, but will give us lumber when we 
need it most. To save these forests now may 
require much self-denial, but it will give the 
country resources in the years to come.” 

Mr. Pinchot also urged reclamation of arid 
lands and said it lies with the west tO make 
fertile with its own labor the vast tracts that 
otherwise would be lost. He promised the 
aid of the government in every meritorious 
enterprise looking toward conservation. 

Thomas F. Walsh, millionaire mine owner, 
in presenting Mr. Pinchot, referred to him 
as a patriotic young American, who, “ rich 
in his own right, is devoting himself to the 
service of his country and whose mistakes, 
if there are any, are those of the head an 
not the heart.“ 


Noble Defends All Reserves. 
| John W. Noble, former secretary of the 
interior, also spoke on conservation. 

“The statutes relating to and authorizing 
forest reserves and the reserve of reservoir 
sites, either in letter or spirit, confined them 
to the close limits insisted upon, but used 
broad terms suitable to the nature of the 
pubject matter in hand,” said Mr. Noble. 
And the more recent acts,“ he continued, 
„did not contemplate the relinquishment of 
reserves and giving them back to private 
settlement where they were needed or useful 
for a sufficient water supply as contemplated 
by their original selection or segregation. 

It thus appears clearly that there is no 
substantial ground to criticise the reserva- 
tlons as made, in view of the letter of the 
law, and none at all in view of the spirit of 
the policy and the well known and admitted 
facts relating to the growth of timber, its 
need of suitable and sufficient surroundings, 
and that the soil be kept in place and be in 
itself a reservoir to be gradually and not 
precipitately exhausted and swept away by 
winds and floods.“ 


Old War Talk Bobs Up. 


An- attempt to revive the Japanese war 
scare was made when John B. Leeds of Col- 
orado, in presenting a resolution to the con- 
gress, professed to see Japanese fleets and 
armies swarming down on the capital at 
Washington. Therefore, Mr.\Leeds suggest- 
ed that the capital be removed to Denver. 


PEACE MEETING HONORS STARR. 


Chicagoan Chosen as One of Vice Presi- 
dents of National Society—War 
Game Denounced. i 


Mystic, Conn., Aug. 18.—[Special.]—Prof. 
Fred Starr of Chicago today was chosen as 
one of the vice presidents of the National 
Peace society.

LOCK LAWYER IN COURTROOM. 


Assistant Sate’s Attorney Northrup 
Gains His Liberty by Breaking 
the Lock on the Door. 


Assistant State’s Attorney John Northrup 
was held a prisoner for half an hour in Judge 
Kersten’s old courtroom on the third floor 
of the Criminal court building, folowing the 
noon recess yesterday. He gained his liberty 
by breaking the lock.

HAS DATA ON PROSPERITY. 


Says Anniversary of Emancipation 
Should Be Kept,’ 


Louisville, Ky., Aug. 18.—A sketch of what 
the American negro has done since his eman- 
cipation in 1863, and a suggestion that the 
fiftieth annivergary of that emancipation be 
celebrated in 1918, were the features of 
Booker T. Washington's address before the 
National Negro Business league. at its tenth | 
annual meeting in this city tonight. 

When the league began work,” said the 
speaker, there were a few drug stores 
owned or controlled by black men. Now we 
have nearly 200. A few years ago there 
were only about a half dozen negro banks 
in the country; now there are 47. Dry goo 
stores, grocery stores, and industrial er- 
terprise to the number ot more than 10 000 
have sprung up in all parts of the country. 


Forced to Absolute Poverty. 

A little more than forty years ago when 
the negro was made free he had almost no 
acres of land. Now he has an acreage al- 
most as large as New England. Then he had 
almost no homes, now he has 400,000 homes; 
then he had few farms, now he has 200,000 
farms; then he had no insurance company, 
now he has eighty-five; then he had no under- 
takers, now he has several thousand. 

When the American negro was made free 
only about 3 per cent could read and write. 
Now 57 per cent can both read and write. 
Then he had few churches; now he has 26,000 
churches, 

Our work is not yet done. The years that 
are to come are to bring us, in my opinion, 
even a larger degree of success and encourage- 
ment. And the greater part of this progress 
has taken place in the southern states, right 
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Within a few years the sage brush 
plains of Idaho have witnessed a 
wonderful transformation. Where 
the soil was considered fit to yield 
nothing but scant herbage for sheep 
and cattle, the new agriculture’’ has 
called forth waving fields of grain 
and orchards of almost incredible 
richness. All that immense terri-

Figures of Board of Review 
Give Line on Business Done 
Following the Panic. 


INVESTIGATE TAX AGENT. 


Corporations Are Questioned by 
Charles Lederer Regarding 
Status of Dennis Colbert. 


A marked slump in the business of the fire 
insurance companies of the United States 
following the panic of 1907 is shown by the 
assessments of the board of review made yes- 
terday on the principal companies doing 
business in Cook county. 

Assessments of the breweries show that 
they have been prosperous in the period from 
April, 1908 to April, 1909. 

The valuations of the personal property of 
the fire insurance companies is based upon 
their business as shown by the policies Issued 
during the year, just as the valuations of 
personal property of the breweries is deter- 
mined by the number of barrels of beer in the 
annual output. Both directly indicate the 
business of the year. 


Basis of Assessment. 

There are 210 fire insurance companies in 
Chicago and the assessments on these were 
fixed yesterday by the board of review. The 
gross premiums for the year is taken as g 
basis for determining what is considered an 
equitable valuation of the personal prop- 
erty of the company. 

From the gross premiums are deducted office 
expenses and returfied premiums. Then an 
additional 25 per cent is deducted because of 
Special taxes paid to the city, state. fire de- 
partment, and the fire patrol. The balance 10 
“gg as the valuation of the personal prop- 
erty 
Assessments have been made upon seventy- 

one breweries of Cook county on the basis 
of $1 per barrel of the output of beer, the 


total amount being taken as an equitable 
Valuation. 


The brewers expressed them- 
Selves as being satisfied with this system of 
assessment.
